These essays, which contain a total of 17,619 lines, are 


given on the following 4,86 pages in the order in which they were written. 
When these 366 essays were revised and re-structured (in the period 
September 1, 1976—August 31, 1978), they became COMPARATIVE AESTHETICS: 
A WORKBOOK.
